Restore Jobs to Millions After 
War by Sales Abroad. 


“Realizing these essentials, one of 
the first acts of the Republican admin- 
istration when we came into power 
seven and a half years ago, confronted 
as we were by millions of unemployed, 
was to devise measures to vigorously 
restore and expand our foreign trade.

“Nor is the government solely con- 
cerned with the sale of our produc 
abroad. We are deeply interested in 
many ways in our imports. One of 
the most intricate questions has been 
to obtain the supply at reaso le 
prices of raw materials which ‘we do 
not produce. 

“Begirning soon after the war, cer- 
tain fursign governments possessing 
practicai monopoly of such materials 
began the organization of controls de- 
signed to establish prices to the rest 
of the world,‘and especially to us, the 
largest purchaser. These controls in- 
creased in number until they embraced 
nearly one-third of our imports, and 
the undue tax upon our consumers 
of millions of dol- 
lars. We regarded such c6ntrols- to 
be in the long run uneconomic and dis- 
astrous to the interests of both pro- 
ducer and consumer. 

‘Happily the trends in the creation 
and management of these monopolies 
has reversed itself, and I believe this 
question will present no further diffi. 
culty.” 

Mr. Hoover stressed the necessity of. 
protection for American citizens en- 
gaged in business abroad, adding: 
“This implies no imperialism. It is 
the simple recognition of the principle 
of comity and mutual interest. among. 
all nations. 

“Confidence in this principle is a 
necessity to the advancement of civill- 
zation itself. Fortunately the occa- 
sions where it has been necéssary to 
send armed forces to preserve this 
principle are diminishing. Aside from 
the great war the Democratic adminis- 


tration found i#t necessary to take such

It 
was not until peace was restored that 
its ill effects were completely disclosed 
to the American people. It woul®seem 
fair to assume, from the declaration 
of the authors of the measure at the 
time the Underwood bill was passed, 
that it was the ideal of an ‘ effective 
vompetitive’ tariff. 

“Be this as it may, competition, to 
ve effective, must mean that foreign 
zoods will have opportunity of success- 
fully invading our home markets. The 
effect of the formula there set forth 
means a reduction of the tariff and a 
depression

“With our domestic Prosperity we 
require mcre raw materials, and by 
that same prosperity we have the re- 
sources with which to buy them.

This 
I believe finally extinguishes the al-, 
ready depieted importance of this 
theory that our tariff seriously dam - 
ages the buying power of foreign 
countries and thus diminishes our ex- 
port trade. , 

“But if any more answers are 
needei to this theory there is that 
of actual practical experience. I have 
already observed that we have in- 
creased our imports during the last 
seven and a half years under the 
present tariff act by over $1,675,000,- 
000 annually, or to an amount at least 
80 per cent above pre-war average 
after allowing for the higher prices. 

“The exports of five leading manu- 
facturing nations of ‘Europe to the 
United States have increased 75 per 
cent since 1913, whereas the sales of 
these same nations to the rest of the 
world have only increased 72 per cent. 
Certainly.that does not indicate any 
great destruction of their ability to 
sell us something despite our tariff. 
In short there is no practical force 
in the contention that we cannot have 
a protective tariff and a’ growing for- 
eign trade. We have both today.

‘their birthright.’ These words did not 
spring from any consideration of ma- | 
terial advantage. Those of our New 
England citizens who came in later 
times have caught that spirit and 
have carried it forward. It has spread 
its influence to all our country. Asa 
westerner, I make grateful acknowl- 
edgment of our everlasting debt.

MOTTLED TEETH. 
NE of the enigmas of. dentistry ts 
what is known as mottled teeth. 
In certain widely scattered sec- 
tions of the country this 
‘tions prevails. 

Dr. F. S. McKay has visited every 
mottled tooth place to which his atten- 
tion has been called. With the help of 
the locai dentists in each of these re- 
gions he has examined thousands of 
mouths. It is his observation that in 
a mottled tooth area the disorder is 
universal among adults and older chil- 
dren. One hundred per cent of the/ adult 
population show some evidenct of mot- 
‘tled teeth. He has.studied the diets, 
the water supplies, the habits and cus- 
toms, and the racial stocks. The only 
cause that he can reasonably suspect 
is an unfound cause in some way asso- 
ciated with the drinking water. 


A mottled tooth has one or more 
patches which begin by being whitish 
and end by being stained to different 
shades and colors. Under the micro- 
scope the affected areas in the tooth are 
found to have poor enamel. The en- 
amel rods are small and uneven. and the 
space hetween them is unusually large. 
The surface ends of rods are not pol- 
ished off like ebony or ivory, as is the 
case in normal enamel. The space be- 
tween the rods being unusualiy large, 
fluids flow in and out much more freely 
than in a normal tooth. In other words, 
so far as we can judge by physiology, 
bacteriology and histology, mottled 
should decay and rap- 
dly. 
- Just the opposite is the case. Den- 
tists agree that mottled teeth seem. to 
be guaranteed agalnst decay. Those 
mottled areas neitHer rot nor wear 
down as fast as other parts of the same

gan would be: “A mottled tooth never 
decays.”” And just why is part of the 
great enigma. 


' Dr. McKay draws some conclusions 
as to teeth in general from his protract- 
ed consideration of mottling. He thinks 
they prove that decay is due to infec- 
tion and not to fault in diet or fault in 
the structure of the tooth. Therefore, 
he thinks keeping the mouth clean is 
more important than diet in preventing 
decay. 
In the causation of mottled enamel

Lands and Faiths Are

“Bach bead a pearl” falls a bit 
short of accurate description of a col- 
| lection of extraordinarly valuable 
rosaries, collected from many parts of 
the world during thirty years, that 
has been presented to the University 
ef Chicago by Mrs. Gertrude D. Hicks 
cf the De] Prado hotel. The collection 
was placed on exhibition yesterday. 
Both pagan and Christian chaplets 
are included in the collection, which 
Mrs. Hicks declares is priceless and is 
probably one of the largest in the 
world.» 
There are no pearl beads included, 
but mother of pearl is frequently 
found among the Hicks rosaries. One 
strand of.ancient German beads is

The same 
blues tune is sung in the south with 
different words, according to | 
the words often being created by a 
local event. In the blue songs there 
is a disguise, a a sapering 
up of feeling.

notes. “We claim that blue music 
is the forerunner of jazz, and that 
is' the method of expressing 
blues,” he said. .
